Shepherdsville, Ky., December 20.— 


Thirty-eight persons were killed and 
about thirty-nine others injured tonight 
when Louisville and Nashville passen- 
ger train No. 7, from Cincinnati to 
New Orleans, crashed into the rear of 
Louisville and Spring- 
field accommodation train just south 
of the station here early tonight, ac- 
cording to W. F. Sheridan, superintend- 
ent of the Louisville division. 8 

No cause for the wreck was assigned 


by Mr, Sheridan, who would make no 
' statement pending an investigation of 


the: tragedy. . 

From other sources it was learned 
that the accommodation had left the 
station after making a stop, when the 
fast train came in sight, running at a 
high rate of speed, and plunged into

Three 
or four others were taken to private 
homes in Shepherdsville, Superintend- 
ent Sheridan reported, but he said he 
had been unable to learn the exact 
number. 

None of the passengers aboard the 
fast train was killed, and none of them 
received more than minor injuries, An- 
other locomotive and train crew were 
sent here from Louisville, and, after 
detaching one baggage car, the New 
Orleans train went on as soon as the 
right-of-way was cleared. 

Jesse Weatherford, telegraph opera- 
tor at the station here, said that after 
the accommodation train left the sta- 
tion he had thrown his block to show 
the track clear, and left the office to 
help handle baggage. When he got out- 
side, he said, he saw the fast train ap- 
proaching, ran back to the office, pull- 
ed his block to show the red danger 
sign, seized a lantern and rushed to the 
platform to flag it..He reached the 
side of the track just as the heavy loco- 
motive thundered by.

Washington, December 20.—From the 
seclusion of corporation records the 
federal trade commission today drew 
sensational disclosures of high finance, 
dummy officers and sham trustees in 
its effort to determine the ownership 
of the Chicago stock yards and the 
Terminal railroad facilities at the big 
packing plants there. 

Establishment of ownership of the 
Stock .yards is only the first of the 
tasks before the commission, which 
plans to continue its investigation into 
every branch of the country’s. meat 
supply and the alleged control of the 
meat food of 100,000,000 people by five 
principal groups of packers. The com- 
mission’s report will be made the basis 


for recommendations that additional 
legislation be enacted to remedy the 
situation if foumd necessary, and any 
evidence of law- breaking will be turn- 
ed over te the department of justice. 

It has been stated that subpoenas 
Will not be issued for representatives 
of the packers, a step which might,

ASKS BOLSHEVIKI 
TO SOUND ALLIES 
ON STOPPING WAR 


Petrograd, Wednesday, December 19. 
According to press reports Russia has 
been informed by the central powers 
that they intend to make peace pro- 
posals to the allies. 

This report is published in The Even- 
ing Post, which says the representa- 
tives of the central powers, at the first 
preliminary pe&ce conference with the 
Russians, held yestrday, announced 
that their governments intended on 
principle to put the question of peace 
before all the powers, and that they 
had asked their allies to do likewise. 
Russia was requested to take similar 
steps.~ It is stated the Russians are 
endeavoring by all means to sound the 
allies. 

~ Basis of Peace. 

The Evening Post says the Germans 
have officially informed Bolsheviki 
headquarters that the central powers 
are ready to consider the arrangement 
of peace on the basis of no annexa- 
tions and no indemnities, but pointed 
out that self-defipition of nations was 
impracticable, 

The representatives of the central 
powers informed the Russians they 
were ready to discuss peace prelimi- 
naries, but desired to know the result 
of Russia’s efforts to induce the allies 
to join in the negotiations before pro- 
They said this 
point of view might de changed, how- 
ever, and that they might be willing 
to discuss peace with Russia alone. 
The Germans were of the opinion that 
the Russian armistice might influence

After the War.

London.— The new methods in business and 
industry which are predicted for “after the 
war’ are chiefly those which have proved 
successful in standing the strain of war- 
time production and distribution. In Amer- 
ica they are chiefly extensions of methods 
already in use; labor-saving, elimination of 
waste-movement, adjustment of machinery 
to take the place of human labor, and other 
features of intelligent or scientific manage- 
ment. In England and France these meth- 


ods are new; they are meeting with both op- 


position and success. 

Some new things, however, are bound to 
come just decause they did not exist before 
the war and could not be tried out in war 
time. Waste, which was cheerfully per- 
mitted bofore August, 1914, has become a 
national tragedy, and elimination of waste a 
public virtue. At the same time the growth 
of both governmental and semi-governmental 
co-operative centers has broken down the 
prejidice of many individualistic directors of 
both commerce and industry.

the imperial German government. 


The officials in Washington—Secretary 
Baker and other department heads—are do- 
ing their very best under the conditions un- 
der which they have to work.“ Congressman 
Howard said. “I do not believe any man 
would have acted differently or could have 
done better than the secretary of war. The 
trouble @oes not lie there.

“There is one of two things the matter: 
either there is too much ramification of tech- 
nicality—too much red tape—or there is 
a deliberate delay among producers of the 
things we need to win the war, prompted 
by unpatriotic motives.” 

XX.. Howard declared that he has seen nu- 
merous instances where red tape has handi- 
capped the government in some of the most 
important details pertaining to the war. . 

He stated that it is a known fact that one 
thing that held up the immediate manufac- 
ture of uniforms for the soldiers in the train- 
ing camps was a lengthy discussion in & 
committee in charge, over whether the but- 
tons on these uniforms should be of brass 
or bronze, something of a controversy hav- 
ing arisen as to which material would be 
more economical. 

Another instance Congressman’ Howard 
cited was where, bécause officials in charge 
took the position that food supplies for the 
army should be purchased only in a certain 
prescribed manner, thousands of tons of po- 
tatoes, onions and other staple produce were 
bought for the army at a figure 20 cents 
higher per bushel than was being asked at 
the same time of the retail dealers in the city 
of. Atianta. 

The instances cited by Congressman How- 
ward kre most convincing, and have led him 
to the conclusion which has long since been

On- All Road Projects for Georgia 


The state highway commission, after, an 
all-day session Thursday, approved of four 
county projects for the construction of 
bridges with the aid of federal road improve- 
ment appropriations, and postponed action 
on all highway projects and two more bridge 
projects until the next meeting of the com- 
mission, Which will be about January 17. 

The following county projects were ap- 
proved for the construction of bridges: , 

Muscogee county, $30,000. 

Macon county. 340,000. 

Lowndes county. 320,000. 

Thomas county, $30,000. 

Final action upon two more bridge 
projects, one in Laurens and one in Pu- 
laski county, was postponed until the next 
meeting. - 

The commission decided not to pass upon 


any of the approximately fifty county high- 
way projects which have been submitted un- 
til Chief Engineer Neel has completed an 
inspection of all the roads which it is pro- 
posed by the several counties to approve with 
the aid of the 1918 and 1919 federal road 
appropriations. The commission had ex- 
pected to have complete data before it on 
the projects pending, but there are some 
thirteen projects yet to be inspected by the 
engineers before the inspection of all projects 
will be complete.

Another example is in the coal fields of Eng- 
land. 

Every year England uses some 80 mil- 
lion tons of coal a year for industrial pur- 
poses. That coal is mined, shipped, trans- 
ported by rail and water, stored, dragged 
up again to the particular furnace, and used. 
It lies long days on barges or spends nights 
traveling from place to place. It occupies 
the labor of thousands of men merely in 
changing its place, and all this labor con- 
tributes nothing to the value of the coal. Ex- 
perts have figured out that if the coal were 
converted into electric power at the pit- 
mouth, and the power distributed by cable, 
the same amount of work could be done by 
27 million tons of coal a year, and the entire 
labor of transport would be a fraction of the 
labor of centralized conversion. If the origi- 
nal amount of coal were used, England would 
‘have nearly four times as much electric pow- 
er at the same, or less, cost. 

The advantages of the method are known: 
centralization, wherever it can be applied 
in industry, always means saving. In the 
ease of electric power, where transmission 
ia simple, a doubt gain accrues. And this 
does not count cleaner cities, more electric 
railways and conveniences, easier heating, 
healthier people. Merely on the Material 
side the method is a profitable one. Here- 
tofore the coal Owners and even the coal 
users have stood in the way. Co-operation 
on such a scale was unheard of. 

Ce-operation Must Be Continued. 

It is heard of now. If the coal owners 
are ever restored in full to their rights over 
the mines, one may predict that the govern- 
ment will reserve the right to establish the 
power stations at the pit-head, unless the coal 
owners themselves agree to make the estab- 
lishment.

It is probably an acute disease of the 
posterior root ganglia of the spinal nerves. 
The peculiar crop of little blisters which 
appear upon the side of the chest, the back. 
the abdomen, or wherever the nerve path is 
involved, make the diagnosis al- 
though in many instances the victim sdffers 
sever neuralgic pain in the side for hours 
or days before the skin eruption is noticed. 

The trouble is generally limited to one 
side of the body. If it does, in rare ‘cases, 
involve both sides—that is, if the shingles 
circumnavigate the thorax, even so, there is 
no more danger. Shingles may appear on 
one arm or on the leg, as well as the thorax. 
Sometimes it appears on the face or fore- 
head. In any situation it is an atrociousiy 
painful affliction. The pain, however, varies 
inversely with the age of the victim, children 
suffering but little and elderly patients some- 
times being utterly exhausted by the pro- 
longed suffering, and in the latter patients 
obstinate neuralgia may remain long after 
the attack of shinglea has passed. This, by 
the way, is true neur-algia (nerve pain). 

At the onset of an attack complete rest 
is advisable, especially for elderly patients. 
Physiological rest, by means of splints, tad- 
age, etc., according to the situation of the 
trouble. 

It is well to avoid salves, and especially 
the application of linimenta, mustard and 
similar irritants which the “pleurisy” or 
“cold” may seem to call for, The affected 
part should rather be kept well powdered 
with zinc stearate powder of sinc oxide or 
plain talcum, covered with clean soft cotton 
and bandage. When. blisters appear, they 
should be carefully protected against a rub- 
bing by the clothes and no attempt 
should be made to open them, but the af- 
fected area should be coated with flexible 
collodian and kept coated with this cleanly 
protective. 

Besides complete physiological rest, in 
elderly patients it is uaually necessary to ad- 
minister medicine to relieve the pain, at 
least at night. This becomes an important 
problem, because medicines which will really 
accomplish the purpose are invariably apt to 
cause. undesirable untoward effects besides, 
and it requires the judgment and skill of a 
good physician to determine what remedies 
may be used. It must be remembered that 
the attack is Mkely to last for a considerable 
time, and hence forethought ig essential to 
select such remedies as will give the best 
results in the long rum. The disease is 
serious enough, in elderly patients, without 
adding to the handicap the after-depression 
of ill- chosen drugs. f

Atlanta's quota is a sum equivalent 
to one-half of the banking capital of 
the city. If the state's quota is fully 
subscribed it will mean an average in- 
vestment of $20 for every man, woman 
and chiid, black or white, within the 
boundaries of the. state. . 

There will be committees assigned 
to make arrangements to place ‘the 
stamps on sale at places convenient for 
every one. It is planned to make the 
purchase; of a war savings stamp as 
easy a matter as the purchase of a 
postage stamp. They will be placed on 
sale in banks, cigar stores, telegraph 
offices, railroad ticket offices and even 
in public schools.

Vetoed by Midnight. 


Mayor Candler must sign or veto by 
midnight tonight the various ordinances 
proposing to increase the salaries of 
1,444 city employees by $10 a month. 

The ordinances were passed by coun- 


aldermanic board on the same day. The 
city charter provides that the mayor 
must approve councilmanic measures or 
veto them within four days after pas- 
sage. The mayor has not yet decided 
what he will do. 

Unless Mayor Candler approves the or- 
dinances it means that there will be 
no salary increases for firemen, police- 
men and school teachers, as well as the 
other city employees earning $125 or 
less per month, all mext year. The 
city’s charter provides that salaries 
must be “fixed” before the first of the 
year. 

The mayor's attitude toward the pro- 
posed salary increases is a matter of 
much speculation in municipal circles 
throughout the entire city. There is not 
a single city department that is not 
largely affected by the proposed salary 
increases. 

An informal discussion by Mayor Can- 
dler with several members of council 
Thursday afternoon is taken to indicate 
Mayor Candler’s attitude toward the 
proposed expenditure of approximately 
$160,000 of the city’s revenue next year 
for salary increases: In the discussion 
Mayor Candler pointed out, that the 
city has lost tax income from $4,000,000 
worth of property destroyed in the fire 
of last May; that the $80,000 additional 
revenue to accrue as the result of low- 
ering the water discount rate would be 
required to meet the increased cost of 
coal and other expenses in the water 
department alone; and that the “fel- 
lows” who have to pay the taxes for 
the proposed increases must be consider- 
ed as well as the “fellows” in the city’s 
employ. 

ity hall politicians have construed 
the mayor’s remarks to be an indication 
that he will not favor outright the or- 
dinances proposing to raise salaries by 
$10 a month in cases where $125 or 
less per month is earned. None believe 
that the mayor will outright veto the 
ordinances. On the other hand, they 
suggest that he will probably call a 
special meeting of — and ask that 
body to draw a new ordinance giving 
salary increases only to those making 
$100 or less per month. If the mayor 
does not resort to calling a special 
meeting of council and asking for a 
new ordinance there are those who be- 
lieve that he will approve the separate 
ordinance proposing a $10-a-month 
raise for firemen and policemen, and 
veto the other ordinance 2 a 
$10-a-month increase for “all other city 
employees earning $125 or less.” 

owever, there are many who believe 
that Mayor Candler will approve the 
salary increases for all city employees, 
but whe mayor staunchly refuses to 
state his position at present. 


‘FOUR CITY OFFICERS 
GIVEN MORE MONEY 
BY COUNCIL MONDAY 


At the adjourned meeting of council 
Thursday afternoon council voted to 
accept the salary committee’s special 
report which proposes to increase the 
salaries of four administrative vfficers 
of the city by an aggregate of $1,100 
annually. 

However, Councilman Ed Mincey and 
Councilman Buchanan gave notice of 
“reconsideration,” which will hold up 
the papers allowing the increases until 
the first Monday in January, when the 
present co holds its last meeting. 

It is a “mooted” question as to wheth- 
er or not the “hold-up” notice of Coun- 
cilman Mincey is not sufficient to “kill” 
the proposed increases. The city char- 
ter provides that salaries of adminis- 
trative officers must be “fixed during 
the year by council.” Alderman Kel- 
ley; presiding over council, stated that 
he did not. know whether the “hold-up” 
notice was sufficient to “kill” thespro- 
posed increases or not. It all depends 
on whether the charter provision 
means salaries must be fixed the year 
before going into effect or by the coun- 
cil of that year. In the latter case 
it would allow the present council to 
vote on the proposed increases in Jan- 
W before it goes out of office.

ONNEW WAR TAXES 


Will Greatly Simplify Trou- 
‘ble of Computing Taxes, 
and in Many Cases Will 
Reduce Them. 


Washington, December 20.—Internal 
issued a series of rulings designed to 
and other interfernce with normal bus- 


income taxes and in many cases to ma- 
terially reduce the amount of tax to 
be paid. The rulings, approved by Sec- 
retary McAdoo, in substance are as fol- 
lows: 

Partnerships and individuals are per- 


the partners or the individual before 
figuring excess profits on the business. 
A partnership also may deduct pay- 
ments to a partner as interest on a 
bona fide loan. 

A partner in his individual capacity 
is not subject to excess profits taxes 
on his share of profits except at the 
8 per cent rate on profits exceeding 
$6,000, applicable to business with no 
capital as only nominal capital. 

A taxpayer need not report his pre- 
war earnings if he is content to accept 
the minimum 7 per cent deduction in 
calculating excess profits taxes. 

As Invested Capital 

Stocks, bonds and other evidences of 
indebtedness are to be considered tan- 
gible property included in “invested 
capital” in estimation of express profits. 
Bonus payments to employees may be 


deducted from gross income in figuring 
income taxes, except when the pay- 
ments are proportional to any invest- 
ments the employees may have in the 
business. 

In practically every instance Com- 
missioner Roper is said to have adopted 
the recommendation of excess profits 
advisers, a body of volunteer experts. 
Another ruling issued tonight extends 
from January 1 to February 1, the time 
in which corporations may file income 
and excess profits tax returns on the 
basis of their fiscal year. 

Defining “invested capital’ on which 
excess profits are computed, Commis- 
sioner Roper holds that “intangible 
property” mentioned in the law, as in- 
cluded* in invested capital, shail refer 
only to such elements as will, 
trade-marks and other kinds of prop- 
erty specificall enumerated in the 
same clause. Stocks, bonds, bills and 
accounts receivable and notes and other 
evidences of indebtedness, are con- 
strued as tangible property, an element 
of invested capital. 

To Lessen Burden. 


Mr. Roper explained that his ruling 
permitting inventory of supplies, raw 
materials, work in process of production, 
unsold merchandise or securities, at 
either cost or market price, depending 
on which is lower, will relieve many 
taxpayers of a burden imposed by wide 
price fluctuations during the past year 
upward in the ¢ase of materials and 
downward for securities. The ruling 
permits stock dealers to report as loss 
the difference between original cost of 
securities held at the first of the ear 
and market value. This “paper loss’ 
would be deducted from profits or in- 
come and tax levied only on tke resi- 
due. In case of merchandise stocks, a 
taxpayer would be inclined to report 
on his inventory for the end of the year 
the original cost rather than market 
value, since the market value now prob- 
ably would be higher and the result 
would be a showing of greater taxable 
profit or income. eruling applies to 
all individuals, partnerships or cor- 
porations, subject to either income or 
excess profite taxes. 

The internal revenue bureau tonight 
issued instructions to collectors and 
breweries carrying out terms of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s Ly roclamation restricting 
the alcohol content of beer to 2% per 
cent next year, and the use of grain 
for malt liquors to 70 per cent of the 
quantity consumed this year. Every 
brewery must obtain a special license 
from revenue collectors “under these 
regulations by January 1.

Man don’t make 
salvation, he just finds out that God 
has made it and accepts what God has 
made for him. 

I can’t distill water. God can dis- 
till it. All I can do is to drink it. All 
those things are beyond my power in 
this old world. 


“Let the wicked forsake his way,” 
and take God’s way. When? In a 
day? In a month? In a year? No! 


Instantly! That’s the way Matthew did, 
and the instant you yield, God's plan 
of salvation is thrown into gear for 
you, you are saved before you know 
it, just the same as a child is born 
before it knows it, born before you 
know it. 

And so, a man says a fellow doesn’t 
know he’s saved. Is that so? Why 
doesn’t he? How do you know the 
woman you call your mother is your 
mother? 

A fellow said to me out in Illinois, 
“A fellow doesn’t know he's saved.” 

I said, “Is that so?” I said, “Look 
here. How do you know the woman 
you call yoru mother is your mother?” 

He said, “Gosh! I don't.“ 


Certainly you don’t. Why do you 
believe what you were taught, but 


you are a fool not to believe a man 


doesn’t know he’s saved. Do you know 
she gave you birth? No, you don’t 
remember, you couldn’t remember, so 
you really don’t know that she gave 
you birth, but you believe it. 

We Believe Our Teachers, 

All right. You say, I know that the 
woman I call my mother is my mother 
just as well as I know that God Al- 
mighty is my Father, and I know that 
I have been barn again, just as well 
as I know I have been born physically, 
and you know I have been born physi- 
cally, for you can see me standing up. 
So, I believe in the Bible. I rest right 
on it just the same as I believe that 
woman is my mother and you believe 
that woman is your mother. You've 
got no better evidence than to believe 
what you were taught.

As soon as J 2 came 
into his life he wanted Him to come 
into his home. He made a supper and 
invited Jesus and a large company of 
his old cronies. He wanted all this 
bunch to meet Jesus, so he took this 
way of bringing Jesus and his old 
crowd that he used to twin with to- 
gether. He knew how much that gang 
needed Jesus amd he knew that that 
Fans knew him and he knew that Jesus

He founded 
Overland college. Whenever he 
preached a revival broke out. He never 
went near @ camp meeting or a church. 
He was converted out in the woods, 
praying alone, while the leaves fell 
from the autumn trees by the power of 
Jack Frost. He jumped to his feet 
with tears rolling down his cheeks and 
he said, “Yes, Jesus, I accept you as 
my Savior.” No greater preacher has 
ever stood beneath the Stars and 
Stripes, in my opinion, than Charles G. 
Finney, a wonderful man! 
Sam Jones’ Conversion. 

Look at Sam Jones, a mighty man 
of God, who blazed the way through 
‘the southland and through the north, 
and was as brave and loyal a fighter 
for Jesus Christ as ever opened his 
lips. He was converted by his father’s 
deathbed and as his father lay there, 
Sam said to him, “I want to ask you 
three questions, dad. Was Jesus ali in 
your life you thought Te would be 
when you became a Christian?’

He has gone up 
and down through the hilh and val- 
leys of western Pennsylvania preach- 
ing Jesus Christ in his rough, crude, 
jargon, but God Almighty has marvel- 
ous blessed him in the world. 

Who would have heard of Moody or 
Chapman if 7 hadn’t decided to fol- 
low Jesus Christ and become Chijs- 
tians?”’ 

Cannot Escape Voice. 

Another lesson this teaches is you 
needn’t be in the church before the 
voice of God can reach you, You need 
not be rich or poor or learned or edu- 
cated. Wherever you are, Jesus Christ 
will come to you. He came to Mat- 
thew in his place of business and the 
man can be converted while engaged 
in his daily occupation. A man can't 
a wall that will keep Jesus 
out. he still, small voice will enter 
your bedroom, your private office. It 
will overtake you in your automobile 
and the spirit of God can halt you. 


How different the story of the Word 
would have been if Matthew had re- 
fused! Suppose he had said, “No, Tm 


too busy. Call again.” He might never 
have been in the same frame of mind 
he was in then and there. I tell you 
right now, it has taken all this time 
to bring you people into the frame of 
mind toward that you are right 
now. I beg of you, yield. 

Another thing. When Matthew de- 
cided to follow Jesus Christ no mira- 
cles were being wrought, no signs nor 
wonders. You have bigger incentives 
to follow Jesus today than Matthew 
had. You have more to help you than 
Matthew. The man who waits for 
lightning out of a clear sky to hit 
him is headed straight for the pit. 

Another Tesson shows the wide sweep 
of individual influence. Occasionally 


a president pushes the button in the 
white house that starts machinery on 
the Pacific coast or blows up dyna- 
mite down in the Panama canal. 1 


When Matthew arose to follow Jesus, 
that act was as far above exploding 


dynamite by pushing a button as the 
sun is above this old earth—as far 
above it as heaven is above hell—as 
far above it as right is above wrong. 


Three worlds were affected by that 
decision—this world, heaven and hell. 
I can see the angels leaning over the 


battlements of 1 wondering wheth- 
er Matthew will get up or remain seat- 
ed. All the devils in the pit of hell 
crowded to the very brink to see wheth- 
er Matthew would keep his seat. All 
the devils in hell were trying to hold 
him down. All the angels in heaven 
were trying to lift him up. Halleluiah 
to God! The angels triumphed. He 
jumped to his feet and said, “I will.” 


Influence of Your Acts. 
It ought to make you stop and think. 
Matthew has been dead for nineteen 


hundred years and yet that act is in- 
fluencing men and women today to do 
what Matthew did. 


He arose and followed him. I learn- 
ed the individual influence, the sweep 
of it. Your acts are not confined to 
yourself; the results of your acts are 
never confined to yourself, they influ- 
ence others whether you yield or re- 
fuse. 

Matthew's gospel is the most effec- 
tive argument from a Jew to a Jew 
ever written. Matthew wrote in He- 


bréw, Luke wrote in Greek, Matthew 
wes a Jew. and the burden of Mat- 
thew's gospel seems to be to convince 
the Jew that Jesus was the Christ. 

God alone knows how many of his 
ancient people have been converted to 
Christianity through reading Mat- 
thew’s gospel. Suppose he had held 
back! The gospel would never have been 
written, for Matthew would have been 
in hell nineteen hundred years instead 
of heaven. 

All that the gospel of Matthew has 
done! For he never would have writ- 
ten the gospel had he not decided for 
Christ. And there isn't a man or 
woman here this morning, there isn’t 
a man or woman down in the haunts 
of sin or vice, that wasn’t considered 
in God’s plan to bring the world back, 
but they rebelled against God and 
so far as they are concerned, God's 
plan will never be a success, 

Every life is majestic if it's lived 
for God and his truth. That’s why 
Jesus was willing to give up the 
glory of heaven and make his way in- 
to this old vale of tears, to be spit 
upon and scourged and damned and 
stoned. What for? That he might 
change our lives from sin to salva- 
tion. 


It's not likely that Matthew ever 
had heard Jesus preach. That one 
talk was enough to make it clear to 


him and no man who will walk in 
light that God gives him wil] —— 
stumble in the dark. 

Gipsy Smith never heard a sermon 
before he was converted. He followe& 
the light he had. Some people are 
kept from deciding because they are 
afraid they will act too quickly. If a 
building was on fire would you be 
afraid that you'd get out of it too 
quickly? If you were on a steamer 
sinking would you be afraid the life- 
boat would get there too quickly? Do 
ou suppose the people that were on 
oard the Titanic, do you suppose 
those thirty men who stood on that 
raft and pressed down until they 
stood in ice water up to their arm- 
pits, do you suppose they thought the 
Carpathia would get there too quick- 
ly? é

tf your child has taken poison, 
you afraid the doctor wil) get there ret 
quickly?

On Thursday night Billy Sunday 
preached on The Judgment.” itis 
sermon in full was as follows: 


Text: ! Hebrews 9:27— t is appoint- 
ed upto man once to die, but after that 
the dgment.”’ 

I have a text, a part of which, at 
least, every man in this vast audience 
believes in. Some one may challenge 
the statement and say: “I don’t believe 
in the Bible as the Word of God:“ an- 


other may say, either do 1 believe 
that Jesus Christ Jas the Son of God; 
another may say, don’t believe that 
a ig an eternal sleep: I don't be- 
lieve in the future; I don't believe there 
will be a future state in which we will 
live in conscious retribution for our 
sins, or reward for our righteousness. 
I don’t care whether you believe in the 
Bible as the Word of God, or in Jesus 
Christ as the Son of God. I dont care 
whether you believe in God, Christ, 
heaven, hell, the Bible, anything, any~ 
body; I have a text, a part of which 
at least every man. believes. 

„It is appointed unto man once to 
die.” You believe that, don’t you, no 
matter whether you believe God or 
not: no matter whether you believe 
in Jesus Christ, you believe _in that 
much of the text, Hebrews 9:27, which 
reads: “It is appointed unto man once 
to die, but after that the judgment. 
Then, if you are willing to acknow!- 
edge the truth of the first nalf of that 
verse, why aren't you man enough to 
acknowledge that the last half is just 
as true as the first half? 


Difference in Time. 
Difference in time seems to produce 
about the same effect upon you as dif- 
ference in space. If I would say to 
you, “Yonder is a planet and astrono- 


mers tell us it is hurrying toward this 
world, and fifty years from tonight it 
will crash into it,“ you would say, 
“Fifty years from tonight I won t be 
here.” But if I would say, “Yonder is a | 
planet headed for this world and they 
tell us that in fifty minutes it will 
crash into us,” I could produce a dif- 
ferent effect. If 1 should say to you, 
if I could prove that your death is 
forty years away, it wouldn't startle 
vou, put if 1 should tell you it was only 
ferty minutes away, it would produce a 
different effect, if you knew that in 
forty minutes you would be in the 
judgment rather than in forty years. 
We seem startled at the very an- 
nouncement of the word “judgment.” 
If I could prove to you that this is 
your last day on earth and that to- 


morrow morning at 6 o’clock you would 
stand before God in the judgment, I 
know what you would do. You would 
not go out of this building without set- 
tling your soul’s salvation, and you 
would spend this night on your knees. 
You would cali your wife and children; 
n’t want to go to bed. You 
fraid to go to bed, and would 
making the wrongs

Tale of Andersonville. .

Frank received a little piece of yellow 
cardboard with the number 56 on it.

The return of fine weather to the

During the hikes about the camp in 
the afternoon the men sang and yelled 
at their work more than has been heard 
on the reservation for some time. Long 
columns of marching men singing their 
favorite songs passed. to and fro, for 
somc time, making the reservation ring 
with their cheerful shouts and cries. 

Another new addition to the advanc- 
ed training program has been intro- 
duced at the camp in the form of long 
rows of suspended bundles of branches 
of small trees swung in different places 
about the reservation. These bundles 
of emall limbs will be used to repre- 
sent the bodies of enemies, and the 
bayonet work of the camp will soon 
begin their use. 

The limbs are tied together loosely 
and will in this manner admit the point 
of bayonet easily. With these new 
dummies soldiers at the camp will be 
able to learn the thrusts and parries 
of bayonet work to the best advantage.

1,000 Selectmen From This 

State Received in Twenty- 
Four Hours—16 Training 
Companies Instead of 12. 
Equipping the New Men 
Begins Today. 


The influx of selectmen from all aver 
the state of Georgia, which began at 
Camp Gordon on Wednesday, continued 
unabated through Thursday, and offi- 
cials at the national army receiving 
station stated last night that practical- 
ly all of the 1,100 Georgians who were 
recently ordered by their local boards 
to report to the reservation have made 
their appearance in due form. 

All past records were broken at the 
Camp Gordon receiving station in the 
way of receiving southern selectmen 
during the 24 hours that followed from 
2 o’clock Wednesday afternoon. From 
that time until 2 o’clock Thursday 
afternoon approximately 1,000 men 
were received into the station and tem- 
porarily stationed in the cagual detach- 
ment. 

In order to accommodate the great 
inrush of selectmen officials of the 
casual detachment, to which they are 
all assigned, have created another 
training battalion. The new organiza- 
tion has been named the Fifth Training 
battalion and is the fourth of the cas- 
ual detachment, 

The creation of the new organization 
means that the casual detachment is 
to have 16 companies of tri-state se- 
lectmen instead of 12, as was originally 
Planned. Officers from Camp Wheeler, 


Macon, in charge of Captain Tyson, and 
newly graduated officers from the Fort 
Oglethorpe training camp, will com- 
mand the men. ‘ 

Another interesting announcement in 
regard to the casual detachment ig to 
the effect that First Lieutenant Fred 
A. Feld, personnel officer of Camp 
Wheeler, is to come to Camp Gordon 
some time in the near future for the 
purpose of collecting the data on the 
tri-state selectmen.
